The present invention can therefore be considered 
to address the problem of using the overbooking 
factor to establish a certain degree of security 
against inaccuracies in the algorithm with regard 
to the prognosis and unforeseen traffic 
fluctuations. Moreover^ the trend factor is used 
to indicate the speed at which the system should 
react to changes from one measuring period to the 
next .
